Wben Michael N. Higgins, a Bloom¬ 
field business man, In epeaklog before 
the Board of Trade of tbat Sown, eaid 
tbat the merchants there ware “easy 
marks,’’ he hit upon a peculiarly b«PPY 
definition, without doubt. W e are sure 
that readers of New Jersey Commerce 
and Finance will agree With Mr. Higgins 
when they learn tbe story. ; It seems 
tbat for a loog time Bloomfield mer¬ 
chants have been exceedingly sarelees In 
extending credit to whomsoever might 
apply for It. Naturally, as films went 
on, a great deal of money was lost la 
bad accounts. 

Again to quote Mr. Higgins( “I know 
of people coming from outsldaf towns to 
reside In Bloomfield who, ott their ar¬ 
rival, found their coal bins filled with 
coal, the ice box full of Ice, u&d enough 
meat In tbe box to do for » week, and 
the back piazza coveried with groceries, 
and they declared that they had ordered 
nothing aod did not know who bad sent 
them. Tbe trouble Is, we are ‘easy 
marks.’ ” 

Thee they woke up. At least so It was 
alleged by various member*) of Bloom¬ 
field’s Board of Trade at Its last meet¬ 
ing.

Public School Rule®. 

The second term of Ihe sohool year 
begins Wednesday. Queries are made 
from time to time about the rules and 
regulations of tbe public schools here. 
Tbe rules are published In tbe annual 
school report, & copy of which can 
probably be obtained from Superinten¬ 
dent Morris. Tbe following Is a 
copy of such of tbe rules that embody 
tbe pointy which are generally the sub¬ 
ject of Inquiry: 

School doors open at 8.30 a. m., and 
close at 3.90 p. u. From Deoember 1 to 
March 30 tbe buildings are open during 
the noon hour. At all other times tbe 
doors are open from 8 a. m. to 4 p. m , 
only when the weather Is wet or stormy. 

Tbe superintendent of schools may 
order > half-day sessions because of 
weather conditions. 

Excuses for absence or tardiness must 
be signed by the parent or guardian, 
and state that the absence or. tardiness 
was with [the knowledge ana approval 
of the signer or the equivalent (sec¬ 
tion 153, School Law of New Jersey, 
1904). All lessons count zero until 
made up In a manner satisfactory to 
the teaebbr. No ’lesson may be made 
up until an excuse is accepted. 

No charitable appeals may be laid 
before any class. 

No person may visit any school or 
class to spe any teaober or pupil upon 
business ®f any kiDd. 

While the schools ere open to parents 
aod citizens at any time, principals and 
teachers will oonslder Monday, both 
sessions, and Friday afternoons as tbe 
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All Goods Delivered.
